Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is considered to be Walpita et al. (U.S. 5,348,990) which discloses a comparable molded product 
but which did not disclose the instant fracture rate of hollow spheres (only that they be crush 
resistant) and also did not disclose particular instantly claimed viscosity of the LCP resin. The 
Ticona NPL document was considered not specific enough to provide evidence that the LCP 
resin inherently had such a viscosity. 

2. Regarding the new matter issue of the last final action, after consulting with Ben Utech 
and reviewing applicant's cited case law, it was determined that their specification had adequate 
implicit disclosure for the recited endpoints and the range of data therebetween. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
